haps on world politics generally. 

Premier MusaoUnl has not been much of a 
traveler outside hit own country since he took 
office, going little farther Indeed than to the 
African possessions of Italy. It is In the nature 
of a momentous event, in Its bearing on the 
future, that he should be visiting Berlin He and 
Chancellor Hitler, by virtue of their conversa- 
itlont and decisions, have a golden opportunity 
to allay the distrust and suspicion that make

Co-operation In Alberta to 
put Social Credit Into effect does not exist. 
Premier Aberhart has failed to put hla chief 
elactlon plank into effect, and where that Is the 
case It would be a gesture of sportsmanship to 
raMgn.

AIRPLANE SPEED 


The recent United SUtes National Air Races 
at Cleveland have given aeronautical engineers 
something to think about In a way that they had 
not expected. The main trophies for speed were 
won by an airplane of only 5At cubic Inches 
piston displacement developing about 450 horse¬ 
power. The engine of the second highest point 
winning plane had a piston displacement of 
1.145 cubic Inches and developed about 950 borae- 
power. Several of the other eqtrles had motors 
of more than 1,800 cubic inches displacement and 
developed more than IDOO horsepower. The per¬ 
formance of the lower-powered plane, showing 
greater speed than some of the planes with 
more than twice its power, caused aome observers 
to predict cloeer study of other factors than 
engine power that enter Into the speed of an 
airplane.

Bsvsral years ago the laboratory manufacture 
of "hsavy" water, water containing double the 
usual amount of hydrogen, was announced. The 
dlacovsry caused conatdersble Interest, snd news¬ 
papers generally dealt with tt at greater than 
usual tongth and detail as compared with other 
steps ta ths advaneeiaent of ehsmtoiry. The 
pubUetty reached tte height when Profeisor 
Klsui Hansen drank some of the heavy water, 
WbUs phyaloiostoU held tbslr breath and not a 
few wore tearful that the results would be fatal. 
Frotesaor Hanaen, who vlcorously denied sugges¬ 
tions that hto experiment had more pubUcIty 
than (sal value to eclence. had carefully eetl- 
mated the amount he could drink with safety 
and be emerged from the teit w H hoa t soflering 
any lU effects. At the same time he had ob¬ 
tained some valuable Information, for with the 
aid of heavy hydrogen be had been able to deter¬ 
mine how long water stays In the body. Physl- 
ologtate had always wanted an Indicator of what 
goes on In the body; Professor Hansen seemed 
to have found It. Hto experiment, with others, 
proved heavy hydrogen to be an Ideal tracer. 

While research work was continued with the
